MEMORANDUM OF THE CONVERSATION 



On March 24, 1983, from 2 p. ret. until 3:20 p.m., a meeting was held in the 
Council Executive's office at the Scout Service Canter, 1014 15th Street, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, between Dr. Jerry A. Lovett, Council President, Jere H* 
Williams, Council Executive, and George w. Swindei, Jr., former Scoutmaster of 
Troop 14 and Explorer Advisor of Post 14. (His registration card expires on 
January 31, 1984.) 

» ^ 

After the attached letter was read, Mr. Swindei was verbally told the 
reasons for suspending registration. No accusations were made. He was told 
we had received reports indicating: 

A_cholic beverages have been served to under aged youth who 
were members of Post 14 in his presence. And he has conducted 
himself with members of troop and post 14 in a manner that is 
inconsistent with she principles of leadership in Scouring. 

He was also told the local council has evidence to convince it that his 
moral life does not: meet the standards for leadership in the 3SA. It was indi- 
cated to him the 3SA is not sharing this information with anyone and only wishes 
him to stop all Scouting activity. He was informed of the right to seek review 
of his own case and the procedure was explained as outlined on page 9 of the 
policy statement on "Procedures For Maintaining Standards of Leadership?, dated 
February 1982, from J. L. Tarr, Chief Scout Executive. 

Mr. Swindei sought on numerous occasions to gain more specific information 
of when, where and how events took place and was told, according to Scouting 
procedure, this information was confidential and he, through his appeal rights, 
could tell his side of the story should he 'decide to appeal. He expressed his 
opinion that he was being treated unfairly after 42 years of being involved in 
Scouting; this was little thanks for someone who had dedicated his life with a 
degree of love for the Scouting organization and for the boys who had come 
through his troop and post. It was carefully explained to him that we were 
merely exercising our right to determine who will or will not be leaders in 3oy 
Scouts of America. 

Mr. Swindei questioned if this was part of Calvary Baptist Church's with- 
drawing his charter of the troop and post and if he was being hit while down. 
He was told chat this was a separate process and that the Calvary Baptist Church 
had concern for lack of Baptists in the troop and Explorer post* 
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Mr. Swindel expressed concern as to the process of review as it related to 
confidentiality. He had heard the Baptist stories over the Baptist Church with- 
( drawing his charter and he was concerned that information could be leaked here* 

He said the two rumors he had heard was that he had a rowdy uncontrollable group 
of hoys and the second story was that there was something wrong with him and it 
was explained to him that we would adhere to the Scouting procedure for the appeal 
process of which confidentiality is a significant part. 

He was concerned about what had been in the mail and it was explained to him 
that the letter he received had never been in the mail which he acknowledged. He 
pointed out that the letter -was dated March 31, 1983 and today's date was March 
24, 1983 and asked if there was any significance in the .March 31st date. He was 
told^ that the date should have been March 24th and there was no significance in 
the date of March 31st. 

He expressed his view that this left him with several options including 
possibly taking us to court over defamation % of character and that he would pos- 
sibly take some time in deciding what course he would pursue. He questioned 
extensively the review procedure and expressed his concern that the review would 
spread the knowledge and the fairness with which he would be treated. Repeatedly, 
he was told he. had the right to submit a written appeal, that upon receipt of 
written appeal a committee of three would be appointed to review and sustain or 
over rule the decision made. He asked whether or not he would be allowed to 
have witnesses and himself present and it was explained to him, he could submit 
anything in writing and that the committee might elect to interview him, but 
that he could not be present or present physical witnesses when his appeal was 
being reviewed at the meeting of the committee. 

( 

At one point during the meeting he explained that he would on occasion 
arrange for shelter and food for young people who had run away from home and 
that the boys still continue to come over to his house to play the video games, 
but that he had discontinued his AEA trip and had not been running any official 
Scouting activities. He did explain that at this time he was not active in any 
Scouting capacity and asked if we were trying to get him out of Scouting; just 
to tell him and we would stand a better chance of getting him to withdraw. Dr. 
Lovett explained to him that that is the jest of the letter and that unless he 
appealied and our decision overruled, he would not be allowed to have a leader- 
ship role in the future . 

He indicated that he had been a staunch supporter of the 3oy Scouts organiza- 
tion for many years and could be an even worse enemy than he was a friend, if he 
chose to and that should he decide to show the letter to other Scouting leaders 
who were alumni of his organization and the current membership of his recently 
suspended post, it would be very harmful to the Scouting organization. He 
indicated that he could be a very effective adversary.
